The  Respondent  was  not  present.  There  was  nobody  in  the  audience  to  present  facts  and  evidence  in  support  of  the  respondent. 

Member  Washburn  said  the  department  had  produced  something  but  there  was  a lack  of  assistance  on  the  department’s  part  in  trying  to  help 
Mr.  Banks  get  what  he  wants. 

After  further  discussion  Mr.  Banks  was  told  that  he  needed  to  make  a broad  request  to  get  the  information  he  needed. 

Mr.  Banks  agreed. 

On  the  issue  of  #09077,  Member  Knee,  who  is  the  chair  of  the  Task  Force,  said  that  case  was  about  an  open  meeting  \iolation  and  was  best 
dealt  with  by  the  Education,  Outreach  and  Training  Committee.  This  case,  he  said,  was  about  documents  and  best  handled  by  this  committee. 

Matter  concluded. 

5.  09078  Hearing  on  the  status  of  the  January  5, 2010,  Order  of  Determination  of  Anonymous  Tenants  against  the  Planning  Department. 

Complainant  Anonymous  Tenants  said  he  has  not  received  anything  from  the  Planning  Department  and  requested  that  the  matter  be 
forwarded  to  the  Ethics  Commission  because  the  respondent  was  willfully  violating  the  law. 

Respondent  Brian  Smith,  senior  Information  Technology  and  Operations  Manager  of  the  Planning  Department,  said  the  complainants  had 
requested  documentation  regarding  a Hyde  Street  property.  All  related  materials,  he  said,  were  placed  in  a box  ready  for  the  complainant’s 
review  and  for  two  weeks  nobody  came.

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Members  then  asked  the  complainant  and  respondent  to  verify  the  existence  or  non-existence  of  photos. 

In  closing,  Anon>'mous  Tenants  said  Mr.  Smith  was  only  saying  what  the  Committee  wanted  to  hear. 

Public  Comment:  Ellen  Tsang  said  she  and  the  complainant  went  to  the  department  and  spent  hours  looking  at  the  materiaLs.  She  .said  they 
were  denied  information  that  had  to  be  part  of  the  file  before  a building  permit  is  issued.

Records  is  supposed  to  be  independent  of  the  City  Attorney’s  Office. 

Peter  Warfield  of  the  Library'  Users  Association  said  he  was  not  given  sufficient  time  to  participate  in 
today'’s  meeting  and  that  show'ed  the  Task  Force’s  insincerity.  He  also  said  members  have  never 
asked  him  and  others  to  see  which  parts  of  the  Ordinance  were  useful  and  which  were  not.

Respondent  Melinda  Kanios  of  the  Human  Rights  Commission  said  she  has  informed  Mr.  Kinnard 
by  various  means  that  B&K’s  certification  files  from  1999  and  2002,  the  appeals  file,  and  the 
hearing  officer’s  decision  file  are  ready  for  his  review.  Mr.  Kinnard,  she  said,  has  not  responded. 

Chair  Craven-Green  said  the  Task  Force  cannot  review  an  HRC  decision,  could  not  determine 
whether  a statement  was  inflammatory,  and  could  not  ask  HRC  to  rewrite  their  minutes.  'The  HRC, 
she  said,  was  found  in  violation  of  not  responding  to  an  Immediate  Disclosure  Request  by  the  end  of 
the  next  business  day.  However,  she  said,  she  believes  the  HRC  has  produced  the  documents  that 
were  responsive  to  Mr.  JCinnard’s  request.

Dept,  of  Adult  and  Aging  Services. 

Complaint  Svetlana  Ptashnaya  said  she  asked  the  Adult  and  Aging  Senices  Department  for  the 
result  of  an  investigation  based  on  her  complaint  against  Adult  Protective  Services  employee 
Ethelbert  Ogbuehi.  She  said  the  department  informed  her  that  it  had  taken  the  necessary  steps  but 
because  its  investigations  were  confidential  under  State  law  the  results  could  not  be  disclosed. 

Cindy  Rassmussen,  Supervisor  of  Adult  Protective  Services,  said  all  documents  that  can  be  released 
have  been  provided  and  that  she  had  nothing  more  to  add. 

Member  Sny  der  wnnted  to  know  if  Ms.  Rassmussen  meant  to  say  that  all  reports  regarding  the 
investigation  into  Mr.  Ogbuehi  had  been  released.  Ms  Rassmussen  said  APS  records  are  confidential 
and  protected  by  the  Welfare  and  Institutions  Code  and  cannot  be  released.  Pamela  Tebo  of  the 
Human  Services  Agency  said  DAAS  has  provided  all  the  documents  that  they  could  legally  provide  to 
Ms.  Ptashnaya. 
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Member  Knee  asked  Ms.  Ptashnaya  if  she  had  received  any  new  documents  since  the  last  hearing. 
Ms.  Ptashnaya  said  she  had  not  received  anything  new. 

To  Member  Snyder,  Ms.  Rassmussen  said  there  are  records  in  the  APS  file  but  cannot  be  released 
because  it  is  covered  by  State  law. 

Member  Knee  asked  Ms.  Rassmussen  if  the  records  contain  information  related  to  the  Ogbuehi 
investigation.  Ms.  Rassmussen  said  she  was  not  at  liberty  to  discuss  the  case. 

Member  Knee  said  Ms.  Ptashnaya  was  asking  for  information  on  the  conduct  of  a Qty  employee. 

In  closing,  Ms.  Rassmussen  said  all  the  information  in  the  case  file  relates  to  the  investigation  of  the 
abuse  that  was  reported  to  Adult  Protective  Services.  Ms.  Ptashnaya  said  she  was  asking  for 
information  on  an  employee  and  not  for  information  related  to  a welfare  case.  She  said  the  outcome 
of  the  investigation  must  be  provided  to  her. 

Motion  to  refer  matter  back  to  the  Task  Force  for  possible  referral  to  an  enforcement  agency  such  as 
the  Ethics  Commission,  The  State  Attorney  General,  the  District  Attorn^  and/or  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.!  Knee  / Snyder  ) 

Member  Snyder  made  a friendly  motion  to  indicate  that  the  department  had  only  violated  Sections 
67.21(c)  and  67.24(c)(7)  and  not  Section  67.21(e)  because  the  respondent  attended  the  hearing.  The 
maker  of  the  motion  agreed. 

Motion  to  refer  matter  back  to  the  Task  Force  for  violation  of  Sections  67.21(c)  and  67.24(c)(7)  as 
well  as  possible  referral  to  an  enforcement  agency  such  as  the  Ethics  Commission,  The  State 
Attorney  General,  the  District  Attorney  and/or  the  Board  of  Supervisors.!  Knee  / Snyder  ) 

Public  Comment:  Kimo  Crossman  agreed  vdth  the  Task  Force  on  the  motion.  He  said  the 
department  was  not  acting  in  good  faith  and  that  it  did  not  understand  the  concept  of  redaction  as 
well  as  the  segregation  of  documents.  He  suggested  sending  the  matter  to  the  Ethics  Commission  for 
official  misconduct.  Ray  Hartz  said  if  he  files  a complaint  against  a City  employee  he  has  the  right  to 
ask  and  see  the  results  if  there  was  an  investigation.  The  same  applied  to  Ms.  Ptashnaya,  he  said. 
Putting  the  results  in  a welfare  file  and  claiming  privilege  was  inappropriate,  he  added.  Finding  the 
department  in  violation  was  appropriate,  he  said.  Charles  Pitts  said  something  more  needs  to  be 
done  because,  although  the  Task  Force  has  found  the  department  in  violation  of  the  Ordinance,  Ms. 
Ptashnaya  still  does  not  have  the  Information  she  wants.

Commission. 

Complainant  Ray  Hartz  said  this  case  is  about  the  quality  of  the  Index  of  Records  that  is  on  the  City-’s 
website.  He  said  a visitor  to  the  Index  comes  across  a list  of  categories  where  the  Police  Commission 
has  placed  their  records.”Correspondence”  for  example  does  not  indicate  what  is  in  the  file  and  so 
requests  for  specific  documents  could  not  be  made.  These  records,  he  said,  do  not  belong  to  the 
Police  Commission,  members  of  the  Commission,  and  the  City-  of  San  Francisco.  They-  belong,  he 
said,  to  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

Lt.  Joe  Reilly,  Secretary  of  the  Police  Commission,  said  the  agency  did  create  its  Index  of  Records 
and  it  was  delivered  to  the  City  Administrator’s  Office  through  the  City  Attorney’s  Office.  He  said  the 
agency’s  Index  is  formatted  the  same  way  as  other  City  departments.  He  said  the  Commission’s 
documents,  including  General  Orders,  agendas,  and  minutes  are  all  listed  on  the  Commission’s 
website  and  are  accessible  to  all. 
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To  Member  Knee.  Lt.  Reilly  said  he  has  not  approached  the  CAO’s  office  and  di.scussed  how  to 
improve  the  Index  e%er  since  the  most  recent  complaint  was  filed  and  the  Order  of  Determination 
issued.  He  also  noted  that  the  Index  has  been  posted,  and  there  haw  been  no  complaints  alx)ut  it. 

To  Member  Snyder,  Lt.  Reilly  said  he  has  not  done  an>'thing  since  the  most  recent  Order  of 
Determination  was  issued  except  to  appear  before  the  Committee  as  directed. 

Chair  Washburn  said  the  Commission,  as  well  as  all  other  departments,  have  not  done  their  job  if  the 
Index  is  supposed  to  look  like  the  index  found  in  books  and  catalogues. 

Member  Snyder  said  the  issue  is  because  the  statue  is  vague.  Regardless,  he  said,  the  Order  of 
Determination  has  not  been  met. 

Lt.  Reilly  did  not  have  any  closing  remarks.  Ray  Hartz  said  the  issue  also  involves  whether  the 
department  or  agency  is  maintaining  records  as  required  by  the  Ordinance.  The  Index,  he  said,  does 
not  say  what  it  has  and  where  it  is  stored  in  a businesslike  fashion.  It  does  not  haw  any  updates  since 
it  was  posted  in  2009,  he  said.  He  said  he  was  also  filing  a complaint  against  the  City  Attome>'’s 
Office  because  it  v\as  responsible  for  bringing  it  down  to  the  level  it  is  at. 

Member  Knee  suggested  continuing  the  matter  to  August  so  that  the  Committee  could  invite  a 
representative  from  the  City  Administrator’s  Office  to  explain  howto  end  this  information  \x)id  once 
and  for  all. 

Motion  to  continue  item  to  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Compliance  and  Amendments  Committee 
and  instruct  the  person  from  the  City  Administrator’s  Office  who  is  responsible  for  the  Index  of 
Records  to  attend  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  committee  to  discuss  how  to  make  the  Index  more 
user-friendly  and  what  departments  need  to  do  to  adhere  to  Section  67.29  of  the  Ordinance.  ( Knee  / 
Snyder ) 

Public  Comment:  Kimo  Crossman  said  the  standard  to  use  to  test  the  usefulness  of  the  Index  wus  to 
visit  the  Library  and  see  how'  their  index  their  holdings.

Public  Comment:  Kimo  Crossman  said  he  was  very  disappointed  because  it  was  not  a technological 
issue  and  that  it  had  being  discussed  for  more  than  two  years  and  nothing  has  happened.

Ray  Hartz  said  he  does  not  have  a vendetta  against  the  Police  Department,  Police  Commission  and 
the  City  AttomQ'’s  Office.  He  said  City'  workers  beliew  they  have  the  right  to  stop  you  short  while  you 
exercise  your  First  Amendment  right  and  that  they  also  think  that  they  can  hold  City'  documents 
hostage.  These  employees,  he  said,  face  the  possibility'  of  lawsuits  because  they  are  acting  outside  the 
law.  Kimo  Crossman  urged  the  Task  Force  members  to  consider  the  move  to  audio  live  streaming 
and  or  video  live  streaming  of  meetings.  The  best  way  to  show'  City'  staff  that  it  can  be  done  is  for  the 
Task  Force  to  do  it,  he  said.

Complainant  Nick  Pasquariello  said  the  Bay  Area  Video  Coalition  has  j^et  to  suppb  him  with  the 
documents  mentioned  in  the  Order  of  Determination.  He  also  wanted  to  know  where  the 
Department  of  Technologj-  fits  into  the  hearing  because  his  complaint  was  against  BAVC 
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Krisana  Hodges,  counsel  for  BAVC,  said  all  the  documents  that  the  complainant  requested  are 
available  on  the  department’s  website.  The  department  has  also  printed  the  documents  and  has 
given  it  to  the  complainant.  She  also  said  the  complainant  confirmed  to  her  that  he  had  received  all 
the  documents  and  that  none  were  outstanding. 

To  Member  Knee,  Mr.  Pasquariello  said  he  has  received  the  documents  from  the  department. 
However,  he  said  the  Order  of  Determination  said  it  had  to  come  from  BAVC  and  BAVC  has  not 
produced  the  documents.  He  said  pointing  a person  to  a website  does  not  fulfill  a public  records 
request. 

Ms.  Hodges  told  Member  Knee  that  BAVCs  contract  with  the  department  calls  for  BAVC  to  work 
closely  with  the  department  in  making  information  available.  She  said  Barry  Fraser  of  the 
Department  of  Technology,  Mr.  Pasquariello  and  she  got  together  and  as  a group  worked  to  produce 
the  requested  documents.  She  again  said  that  she  asked  him  after  the  Task  Force  hearing  if  he 
needed  anything  else  from  BAVC  and  he  had  said  that  he  did  not. 

Member  Wolfe  said  BAVC  was  found  to  be  in  violation  and  because  of  that  finding,  BAVC  has  to 
produce  the  documents. 

In  closing,  Ms.  Hodges  said  this  case  is  not  about  shifting  of  responsibility  but  it  is  simply  focusing 
on  practicality  and  doing  it  in  conjunction  with  the  department.  Mr.  Pasquariello  said  he  had 
nothing  more  to  add  except  that  the  ruling  at  the  end  of  the  day  would  only  help  him  to  learn  how  the 
Task  Force  operates  and  what  to  expect  in  the  future.. 

Public  Comment:  Ray  Hartz  said  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  specifically  ask  the  parties  in  a contract 
for  their  copies  of  the  document  for  comparison  purposes  because  there  is  a possibility  of  having 
variations.  He  said  BAVC  is  also  trying  to  shift  their  responsibility  on  the  department  to  avoid  having 
to  deal  with  future  requests.  Steve  Zeltzer  said  BAVC  has  not  got  the  message  that  thQ'  are 
responsible.  He  also  said  it  was  troubling  to  hear  that  BAVC  had  said  at  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
Rules  Committee  hearing  that  they  had  not  violated  the  Sunshine  Ordinance. 

Motion  to  refer  this  matter  back  to  the  Task  Force  with  a recommendation  that  it  be  forwarded  to

Complainant  Michael  Wright  said  the  respondent  has  fafled  to  appear  further  demonstrating  the 
seriousness  and  willful  misconduct  and  the  total  disregard  for  the  people’s  interest  and  Task  Force 
members  as  well.  The  letter  submitted  by  the  Human  Services  Agency  shows  that  the>’  are  not 
dealing  in  good  faith.  He  said  the  letter  mentions  a restraining  order  against  him  filed  by  Joyce 
Crum  and  Briana  Moore.  The  truth,  he  said,  was  that  a judge  denied  their  request  and  told  them  that 
if  they  feel  threatened  by  his  presence  to  walk  on  the  other  side  of  the  hallway.  If  he  was  in  the 
elevator  they  were  told  not  to  get  in  it,  he  said.  The  judge,  he  said,  ruled  that  he  was  not  going  to 
prevent  Mr.  Wright  from  advocating  for  himself,  the  homeless  people  and  the  ph>sically  and 
mentally  handicapped  residents.  The  judge  ruled,  he  said,  that  Ms.  Crum  and  Ms.  Moore  were 
ordered  to  stay  fKe  feet  away  from  him.  He  said  he  has  been  to  at  least  three  Shelter  Monitoring 
meetings  where  Ms.  Crum,  Ms.  Moore  and  he  were  in  the  same  room  after  the  judge  had  issued  the 
restraining  order.  The  claims  made  in  the  Agency’s  September  14  memo  are  another  example  of 
fraud  and  serious  willful  misconduct,  he  said. 

The  respondent  was  not  present.  There  was  no  one  in  the  audience  to  present  facts  and  e%idence  on 
behalf  of  the  respondent. 
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Member  Wolfe  asked  Mr.  Wright  if  he  had  any  documentation  to  support  the  claims  he  just  made. 
Mr.  Wright  said  he  would  produce  the  documents  at  the  September  28  meeting. 

Acting  Chair  Johnson  wanted  to  know  if  Mr.  Wright  had  been  asked  to  the  leave  the  Shelter 
Monitoring  meetings  because  of  the  restraining  order.  Mr.  Wright  said  he  had  not  been  asked  to 
leave.  Mr.  Wright,  while  noting  that  Ms.  Crum  and  Ms.  Moore  were  black,  said  that  he  has  had  a 
good  four-year  working  relationship  with  Bernice  Casey,  a white  female  who  is  also  a policy  analyst 
with  the  Shelter  Monitoring  Committee.  This,  he  said,  shows  that  he  does  not  have  a problem 
working  with  females.  Ms.  Crum  and  Ms.  Moore,  he  claimed,  were  afraid  of  him  because  of  what 
would  happen  if  he  took  them  to  a federal  court  for  not  standing  up  for  their  clients. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Wright  said  Human  Services  Agency  Executive  Director  Trent  Rhorer’s 
September  14  letter  was  giving  him  grounds  to  file  a complaint  with  the  Ethics  Commission  because 
of  fraudulent  information.

Sonia  Melara,  President  of  the  HC,  is  responsible  for  setting  and  approving  HC  agendas. 
Mr.  Morewitz,  who  was  always  respectful  of  us  and  the  public,  is  a loyal  Secretary  for  the 
HC.  He  does  what  the  HC  wants. 

The  HC  did  not  want  my  settlement  publicized. 

The  changes  in  the  HC  agendas  shown  today  will  make  it  harder  to  hide  facts  that  the 
public  should  know,  and  that  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  requires  disclosed.  Dr.  Rivero  and  1 
believe  these  improvements  are  generally  responsive  to  your  Order  of  Determination.  "
